character was suspended and the tired 
officials who 
for nearly two 
weeks 
have labored 
Incessantly with 
little 
Meep took advantage of the lull to se­ 
cure rest and to pay some attention to 
personal matters. 
The Sabbath gave 
an opportunity to review the tremen­ 
dous 
accomplishments 
of the 
past 
eleven days and to provide remedies 
for defects in the task of judiciously 
caring 
for the destitute. 
Plans 
for 
solving 
the 
tremendous 
financial 
problems that confront the city began 
to assume tangible form, and tile Sun 
day closed with the 
brightest pros­ 
pect that has 
faced San 
Francisco 
since it was laid waste. 
Probably 
The most important 
de- 
* velopment was 
the promulgation bv 
General Greely of his plan for the dis­ 
tribution bf relief supplies. Reports of 
theft, 
deception. 
misappropriation, 
waste 
and extravagance have 
been 
constantly received since provisions 
and clothing began pouring in. hut it 
is now believed that thefts of supplies 
hereafter Mill be impossible. 
In lie' 
first days after Glo fire little or no at­ 
tempt was 
made to keep 
check on 
food stuffs, tim fun in idea being to pro­ 
vide* against want, and it was natural 
that under this excusable haphazard 
order, nm ny aliases should arise. Rut 
even when the lines were more tight­ 
ly drawn, unscrupulous persons con­ 
tinued to take advantage of the gen 
eral distress and it was then realized 
that the 


Salvation of the Situation 
rested with the army. 
That success 
will meet its efforts may he inferred 
from the completeness of the plans of 
General Greely. 
Tire unburned part 
•of the city will be divided into seven 
districts in charge 
of army officers. 
Responsible civilians will be installed 
under salary, at the sub-stations where 
clerical 
and daily 
records will 
be 
kept. 
It is declared that tho period of ex­ 
treme distress has passed and at tho 
earliest possible moment the issue ot 
rations must he refused to adult males, 
unless 
they 
are sick. 
Luxuries 
or 
[ articles of special diet will he given 
only to infants and invalids. 
In each 
of the seven districts there will be two 
stations. 
The amount of food to be 
allowed each person is specified, the 
allowance tieing based upon tin; army 
ration. 
At a conference 
between James D 
Phelan, chairman of the finance com­ 
mittee, and 
lawyers and 
hankers, a 
plan was broached for financing the 
city, which it is hoped will meet tile 
endorsement of the general commit 
tee. 
Tt Is conceded that there is not 
sufficient money in San Francisco to 
reconst ruct the city and that I lie peo­ 
ple must look elsewhere for funds. 
Mr. Phelan said that if the money is 
borrowed through ordinary channels 
the 
interest will 
add a burden 
to 
necessarily 
increased taxation 
that 
will be 
too heavy. 
The plan 
is to 
frame legislation to ask congress to 
endorse proposed bonds of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
With this guarantee of the gov­ 
ernment the city win be able to bor­ 
row the needed money at 2 or 2% per 
cent, the bonds to run for fifty years, 
and constitute a mortgage on the best 
portion of the 
city. 
Mr. Phelan as­ 
serted that such legislation would now 
he necessary. It was by virtually such 
measures that the Central Pacific and 
tho Union Pacific railroads were built 
and more recently by like legislation 
railways in the Philippines became as­ 
sured. 


Heavy Drains on Finance Committee. 


Mr. Phelan made the following state­ 
ment : 
“The drains on the finance commit­ 
tee are very great and we do not see 
how we can meet them if the condi­ 
tions continue. 
Tin*re is no money in 
circulation. 
The banks dare not open 
| 
their heated vaults and when they do 
open them, they will probably pay out 
slowly. 
They 
expect next 
week to 
cash the checks of well known cus­ 
tomers to the extent of $500 each. That 
will help the resumption of business. 
“The support of the hospitals, or­ 
phanages, religious, and charitable as 


social ions is rip off. 
The Red Cross 
estimates that $1,000 per day Is neces­ 
sary for the hospitals. 
To set these 
Institutions 
on their 
feet will 
he a 
work of years. 
The idea in our minds 
is to somehow get large sums of money 
at low rates of interest secured by the 
Improvements which 
we will erect. 
Such moneys would be amply secured 
and as in the cast* of Chicago give us 
n new city and give to everybody the 
means of resuming ordinary vocations. 
“ everybody 
is hopeful and 
coura­ 
geous and the prosperous communities 
of the United States will, we are sure, 
answer 
this 
call for 
help. 
Their 
spontaneous 
and generous 
aid has 
deeply touched our hearts.” 
Tho number of people without sub­ 
stantial shelter has been reduced to 
a minimum. 
The housing committee 
reported during the day that its work 
is almost completed, the applications 
for aid accommodations having ceased. 
The work of this committee has been 
lessened by the numerous departments 
to other parts of the state. 
Religious 
services were held in the open air in 
many districts and in churches that 
were pronounced safe 
throngs gat ii 
ered to listen to sermons. 
Probably the 
most significant 
in­ 
stance of the determination of the offi­ 
cials to bring about a restoration of 
the old order was the resumption of 
the Sunday afternoon concerts in Gold­ 
en Gate park. 
There were some extensions in the 
street car service during tile day. 
The city officials were highly elated 
during the day to find the contents of 
tile municipal 
treasury intact. 
The 
vaults were in a section of the city 
hall that escaped tile fire and when an 
expert opened 
the doors 
during the 
morning lie found gold, silver and se­ 
curities scattered over the floor, but 
nothing missing. 
The vault contained 
$5,800,ODO in coin and currency; $300,- 
000 in securities of the German Sav­ 
ings 
bank, and 
$12,OOO,OOO in 
city 
bonds. 
Shipping is beginning to resume its 
normal course. 
There were a number 
of departures of steamers during the 
day and several 
arrivals, the latter 
bringing provisions. 
The steamer Iniur arrived from Vic­ 
toria, B. C., with 500 tons of provisions 
from the people of British Columbia. 
The cargo was admitted duty free.

Washington, Apr ii 30.—Commenting 
on the dispatches from Pan Francisco 
expressing the 
surprise of 
the citi­ 
zens’ committee that only $300,000 of 
the relief 
fund of $2,500,000 
appro­ 
priated by congress is still available 
for 
relief 
work, 
Acting 
Secretary 
Oliver of the war department pointed 
out that it was never contemplated 
that the appropriation should be spent 
by the citizens of San Francisco. The 
money, according to the resolution of 
congress, was to be expended by tin- 
war department, was to reimburse that 
department 
for 
the rations, 
tents, 
blankets, etc., belonging to the army 
which were rushed to San Francisco, 
and 
also 
to purchase 
other 
relief 
stores. 
The 
appropriation, 
General 
Oliver explained, was allotted among 
the various 
supply bureaus 
of the 
army, certain amounts going to the 
commissary bureau, the quartermas­ 
ter’s bureau and the signal corps, the 
money allotted to tho latter being for 
the purpose of restoring telephone and 
telegraph communications, etc. 


Number of Troops Reduced. 
Washington, 
April 
30.—Only 
two 
regiments, about 1,350 
men, will be 
sent to San Francisco instead of the 
2,500 man originally proposed by Gen­ 
eral Greely and sanctioned by the war 
depart meat. 


Milwaukee, April 30.—Henry G. Goll, 
former assistant cashier of the First 
National bank of this city, was found 
guilty during the day by a jury in the 
United States Histi let court on nine­ 
teen counts out 
of thirty-four. 
The 
counts in the Indictments against tile 
defendant 
on which 
he was 
found 
guilty relate to false entries and the 
misapplication of funds in the bank, 
those relating to 
embezzlement and 
telegrams being thrown cut. 
The verdict was reached by the jury 
after a session lasting 
eight hours 
and was 
arrived at about 
2 o'clock 
a. in. and presented to the court at 
l l a. rn. 
The amount of money which 
Goll was alleged to have misapplied 
was about $250,DOO. 
Mr. Goll was un­ 
moved by the verdict and referred all 
Interviewers to His attorneys. 
He was 
remanded to the custody of the United 
States marshal. 
Attorney William It. Rubin, for the 
defendant, at once made a motion for 
a new trial. 
Judge Quarles announced 
that he would hear the argument, on 
the motion in the morning, until which 
time the 
court took 
a recess. 
Thf 
jury was ordered to report again upon 
reconvening of tile court. 
The trial of Henry G. Goll lasted ex­ 
actly three weeks, during which time a 
large volume of evidence was submit­ 
ted to the Jury. 
The most interesting 
part of tho testimony was that offered 
by the former president of the bank, 
Frank G. Bigelow, who is now serving 
a ten-year sentence at. the Fort Leav­ 
enworth 
prison, 
he having 
pleaded 
guilty to looting the hank, without un 
dergoing 
a trial. 
Bigelow 
testified 
that many 
of the acts with 
which 
Goll was charged were committed un­ 
der his direction, but stated that he 
had no knowledge 
of some of them. 
Aside from Bigelow’s testimony, bank 
officials were subpoenaed from several 
outside cities and testified as to va­ 
rious 
accounts 
with the 
Milwaukee 
bank. 
Several bookkeepers and tell­ 
ers 
of the bank gave 
testimony on 
most 
of the 
charges, the 
basis for 
which having been unearthed by the 
government’s accountant.

Commission Enacts Corporation Stat­ 
ute Repealing Spanish Code. 
Washington, April 30.—The Philip­ 
pine commission during 
the day an 
nounced the enactment of a corpora­ 
tion law patterned after the corpora­ 
tion acts 
generally in force 
in the 
United States. 
Hitherto tile only law 
under which capital could incorporate 
in the Philippine islands was the old 
Spanish code of commerce. 
The pro 
visions of this code a ccording to the 
Philippine 
commission 
are 
archaic 
and not adapted to the needs of mod­ 
ern commerce. 
They are repealed by 
the new law and persons wishing to 
invest capital in the islands can now 
do so under legal provisions framed 
in accordance with common law prin­ 
ciples. 
Tile act was prepared by Com­ 
missioner James F. Sin it ii, who will 
succeed Governor Ide as governor gen­ 
eral of the islands Sept. 15.

T H E S L IM E ON FISHES 


Common to A l l S pe ci e* a n d Hnttciitial 
to T h e i r K s h t e n c r . 
A fish Just taken from the water, if 
handled, is found to be slippery and 
coated 
with slime. 
All fishes, 
the 
meanest and the noblest, kiddish aud 
shark, shad, salmon and trout, wear 
this slime. 
They could not exist with­ 
out it. 
The slime is secreted usually in a 
continuous series of duets, with num er­ 
ous openings arranged in a line extend­ 
ing along the side of tile fish. 
Some 
fishes have one line on a side, some 
have five or six. 
The linos may be 
plainly visible, and iii sonic* eases ap­ 
pear to be* a marking on the fish. More 
often they are not observable at all. 
Sonic* fishes store* t Ii is secretion in pores 
distributed over the whole surface of 
the body, the* larger number, however, 
in pores in lateral lines. 
There are 
also pores for the secretion of mucus, 
or slime, in the fish's head. 
Tile slime is exuded through the di­ 
visions between the scab's to the outer 
part of the body, over which it spreads, 
forming a sort. of outer skin or cover­ 
ing. transparent and having elasticity 
and tenacity and often considerable 
body. 
It would not be* remarkable for 
a fair sized fish, say a fish of two 
pounds weight, to have a coating of 
slime a thirty-second of ail inch iii 
th; kness. 
Fishes vary greatly in tin* 
amount of slime* which they secrete. 
Tin* eel will suggest itself as one that 
is very slimy. 
Tin* iis’.i’s slimy coating reduces its 
friction when iii motion and helps to 
increase its speed. 
It aids iii protect­ 
ing tin* scales from injury, being of 
siifiieient substance to serve in some 
measure as a cushion. 
The slimy 
cove-ring makes the* fish hard to hold 
and s > enables it the more readily to 
escape* from its enemies. 
It is some­ 
times repugnant to other fishes, which 
are repelled by its odor, It is tile* slime* 
from tin* fishes handled that makes the 
angler “smell fishy,” as the expression 
goes. 
A most important function of the* 
fish’s slimy coating is to protect it 
from the attacks of fungus, a form of 
plant life found Iii all waters, salt and 
fresh, Including the purest. 
The slime 
covers the* entire* exte*rlor surface of 
the fish, including the fins. 
Fungus 
does not attach to the shim*, but if the 
fish were* to be injured se) that there* 
was upon it some spot uncovered by 
the slime* upon that spot some minute 
fragment of fungus, so small as to bo 
scarcely more than visible, would be 
likely to lodge. 
Once lodged the fun­ 
gus is reprodueeel very fast. 
Fish sometimes 
recover 
from a t­ 
tacks of fungus, but mile ii more often 
they clo not. The fungus eiisplaees the 
skin. Inflammation is se*t up, and the 
place* attacked becomes practically a 
sore. 
With its continued growth the 
fungus may cover the side* of the fish 
aud extend over the gills and finally 
kill it.
